If, however, the articles under any one num- 
bered item are designated as a ““Lot’’ then bids are to be for the lot irrespective 
of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may 
reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be 
likely to affect the sale injuriously.

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FOREWORD 


NeELson HOUSE (now known as York Hall) at Yorktown, Va., 
was built about the year 1740 by William Nelson for his son Thomas 
Nelson, a prominent figure in the Colonial history of Virginia. 
Thomas Nelson was a Signer of the Declaration of Independence, 
Commander of the Virginia forces under General Washington, and 
Governor of the State of Virginia. Conforming to the cultivated 
tastes of the Virginia gentry, Nelson House shows in its interior details 
a delicacy and charm based on the best English Colonial tradition of 
the day. During the period of the Revolutionary War, Nelson House 
was occupied by Lord Cornwallis as his headquarters; and cannon 
balls, which can be seen today lodged in the walls of the mansion, are 
evidence of the fighting which took place in the vicinity. 


For some years the house remained untenanted, until in 1913 the 
property was acquired by Captain and Mrs George P. Blow, who 
restored it to its original state and laid out the beautiful gardens. 
During a period of years they assembled for Nelson House an 
attractive collection of English and American furnishings, selected 
so fittingly that the original atmosphere of the interiors was success- 
fully revived. Since the death of Mrs Blow, the residence has been 
on exhibition to the public and has been viewed by people from all 
over the country, who have included many distinguished visitors. 
This entire collection removed from Nelson House (in recent times 
termed York Hall) is now offered at public sale at these Galleries 
by order of the trustees. 


The furniture comprises a choice assortment of eighteenth century 
English pieces of the Queen Anne, Georgian, and Regency periods, 
as well as American furniture of the same periods. Specifically, the 
collection includes a Sheraton three-pedestal dining table, a set of 
Hepplewhite shield-back dining chairs, several Chippendale piecrust 


tripod tables, a Chippendale scroll-foot mahogany love seat, as well 
as fine Chippendale gilded mirrors in the Chinese taste. Among the 
American pieces, the most notable are a Chippendale claw-and-ball- 
foot wing chair of uncommonly graceful design and a Chippendale 
piecrust-top tripod table with claw and ball feet, the tilting circular 
top splendidly carved with a wide border of scallop shells and leaf- 
age. Among the smaller things are English and Irish glass, some silver 
and Shefheld plate, needlework pictures, and decorative ceramics 
including lustreware. Notable among the objects of art is the fine 
Sevres glazed bisque statuette of Lafayette by the French sculptor 
Aimé Jules Dalou. A group of American and European paintings 
includes portraits of Washington, The Glover Family by John 
Glover, a marine subject by Willem van der Velde the Elder, a Pan- 
nini landscape, and by Rosa Bonheur a white Percheron in a stable. 
Framed engravings and lithographs pertaining to Colonial life and 


history are also included.
